 There were 73 million children in the U.S. in 2019—22 percent of our nation’s
population.

* In 2019, children of color made up 49.8 percent of all children and the majority of
children are under 5.

* Nearly 1in 7 children—more than 10.5 million—were poor in 2019.

* More than 1.5 million children enrolled in public schools experienced
homelessness during the 2017-2018 school year.

 More than 651,000 children were victims of abuse and neglect in 2019.

Realities of Youth Today

* Alcohol is used more widely than tobacco, marijuana, and other drugs by our nation’s
young people under age 21.

* An alcohol-related family problem is in one of every 4 U.S. homes.
* Almost one million underage youth are heavy drinkers.

* Six percent of 12th graders report consuming 10 or more drinks in a row on a single
occasion.

e Alcohol is the leading contributor to injury deaths under age 21.
— 3,500 alcohol injury and overdose deaths

— As of 2017, it far exceeded the number of opioid deaths (1,034)
